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Reviving the Anti-Nazi League 


The press conference to announce a campaign to revitalise the ANL is 
both timely and welcome, particularly if the lessons of their previous 
activities have been taken to heart. To be truly successful any national 
campaign against racism, anti-Semitism and fascism has to be broad-based, 
embracing wide sections of the people. It is important to recognise the 
international character of the present situation and this is reflected in the 
ANL’s decision to hold an international rally at Friends Meeting House on 
December 8th. 

But it is equally important to develop a movement in Britain of such a 
dimension that it will involve all men and women of good will who are 
prepared to come together in order to isolate the most bigoted, backward 
and reactionary elements in our society. Being an opponent of racism and 
fascism is not the sole preserve of any political tendency, nor is it correct 
to try and use a broad-based organisation as a substitute for one’s political 
organisation. We make these points because in the past there has been a 
tendency amongst some organisations to be more concerned with their 
own purest posit’ on than the position of those who are victims of racialism. 

We have to bear in mind continually what the objectives of the anti- 
racist/fascist movement are and particularly what its role is in a crisis 
situation when many young people are bitterly disillusioned with the 
society in which they live as they face the prospect of increasing un- 
employment. It is not an accident that it is amongst sections of young 
people in particular that Nazism is becoming something of a cult and they 
are fertile ground for recruitment. That is why the decision by the ANL to 
combat the scapegoat theories of racism, particularly amongst youth, is to 
be welcomed. 

As we have said so often in the past, the only sure way to organise 
effectively to combat racism and fascism is to unite the many varying 
strands at all levels who are prepared to take a stand. There are bound to 
be differences about the best ways to campaign, but these must be taken 
into consideration in forging an understanding amongst the many diverse 
elements forming the anti-racist, anti-fascist movement. 


France 


The outcry against the growth of anti-Semitic attacks in a number of 
countries in recent months is another indication of the extent to which 
there has been a growth of open neo-Nazi activities. But as the article on 
the situation in France shows (see page 16) migrant workers, particularly 
North Africans, have been the victims of racist violence and harassment 
for some considerable time in that country. Searchlight readers will be 


well aware of these facts because of the detailed reports we have published 


on the situation in France since 1975. 

We have said before and repeat again, that once the ideas of racialism 
become accepted or tolerated (the concepts of superior and inferior 
people on the basis of colour or national origin) then it becomes very 
much easier for fascist organisations to change the target of their hate at 
will.

THE “PATRIOTIC PINCER 
STRATEGY” EXPLAINED 


NF offshoot allies with BM 


bine all the functions of nationalism” 
in one political party that was the cause 
of “‘intolerable stresses and strains’’ that 
led directly to its collapse. 


THE British Democratic Party, 
formed early this year and led by 
former member of the NF direc- 
torate, Anthony Reed-Herbert, has 
apparently formed an alliance with 
the openly Nazi British Movement. 
This became clear after some of the 
BDP’s leading members participated 
in a recent BM demonstration and 
BM members were invited to a 
social held at the BDP headquarters 
in Leicester. Further evidence of 
this development can be gleaned 
from a piece by Reed-Herbert in 
the BDP October members’ bulletin 
expounding his theory of the 
“patriotic pincer strategy”? which 
he claims is the “‘properly worked 
out route to power’’. 

Reed-Herbert is covered in modesty as 


he writes, “I do not claim the BDP has 
created the ‘patriotic pincer strategy’” 


but he quickly recovers to go on, “I do 
claim we were the first to recognise its 
potential existence and the first to act in 
accordance with its dictates . The 
pincer strategy has not been premeditated 
but has rather been made available... 
through the activities of world com- 
munism resulting in the collapse of 
organisations such as the National Front”’. 


All things to all men 


The trouble with parties like the NF, 
according to Reed-Herbert, was that “‘they 
combined a desire for mass popularity 
with the practice of militant activity, 
controversial policy and the employment 
of leaders of damaging and dubious 
political reputation. In other words, 
organisations such as the National Front 
had tried to be all things to all men (sic), 
appealing hopefully to the mass electorate 
whilst at the same time attempting to 
satisfy the marching, fighting, rooting- 
tooting militants”. Reed-Herbert con- 
cludes that it was this attempt to “‘com-

Pincer Strategy 


He then proceeds to expound his 
“pincer” theory, which is really another 
way of describing a division of activity on 
mutually agreed lines, with the BDP 
striking a more ‘“‘respectable’ pose 
accompanied by enough winks and 
nods for its members to understand the 
position: 


“Any attempt to unite the whole of 
British Nationalism in one political 
movement . . embracing both the 
democratic side and the militant side 
is doomed to failure. I use the term 
‘militant’ in the very limited sense 
which distinguished the NF and British 
Movement (BM), such as major street 
activism, in the promulgation of 
national socialist views and repeated 
references to world jewry and Zionism. 


“Our task in the BDP is to pursue 
the ‘moderate’ (sic), ‘respectable’ (sic), 
‘acceptable’ (sic) democratic approach 
; We are one of the pincers of 
British Nationalism. 

“The other arm or pincer of the 
Nationalist cause may well be the 
marching, street fighting, British Move- 
ment type activist who will be attempt- 
ing to take forward his cause in his 
own way. We will disagree with 
many of his policies and many of his 
methods, but it seems to me that every 
serious nationalist now has to sit down 
and choose between being a member 
of the democratic arm of British 
Nationalism or a member of what, for 
the sake of anything better, I call the 
‘activist’? arm. The one entirely un- 
wittingly complements the other.” 


Nod and a wink 


Now you can’t have a bigger wink or a 
more vigorous nod than that. On October 
19th British Movement held a march in 
Welling, Kent, and amongst the 250 or 
so demonstrators, there were some 
prominent members of the “moderate”, 
“respectable” BDP who had taken the 
hint and were complementing the other 
half of Reed-Herbert’s “pincer”. They 
included Chris Newman and Jim Taylor, 
BDP candidate for the Ansty ward, 
Leicester. Ray Hill, who is a frequent 
visitor to the BDP headquarters, and was 
responsible for organising the joint social 
there earlier in the year, was the main 
speaker. The fact that Hill took charge 
and BM leader Michael McLaughlin was 
conspicuous by his absence has started 
gossip that Hill, former leader of the 
South African NF, is rapidly emerging as a 
force in BM and could be a rallying point 
for those discontented with McLaughlin’s 
leadership. 

Another 


aspect of Reed-Herbert’s 


‘pincer’ is that he sees his role as develop- 
ing the ideological side of the extreme 
right’s activity in a more appealing and 
less crude way that hitherto, and that

is another reason for separating the 
organisational functions into the ‘“march- 
ing, street-fighting’” elements and those 
who could describe themselves as “respec- 
table, moderate and acceptable”. On 
October 25th a day-long seminar took 
place in the Nottingham headquarters of 
the BDP. Amongst those lecturing were 
John Henden, graduate in psychology 
from the University of Sussex and Paul 
Kingsley, a philosophy graduate from the 
University of Birmingham. Both are 
members of the Wessex Study Group, 
along with former leading member of the 
National Socialist Movement and Racial 
Preservation Society, Donald Pirie. 

We will be looking at this particular 
area of activity in more detail in next 
month’s Searchlight.

October 19 demonstration, 
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THE LATEST League of St. George 
weekend gathering turned into a feud 
between rival factions with British 
Movement members at the centre of the 
action. First signs of trouble were evident 
on Friday November 7th, following their 
usual film show at Kensington Library, 
where there were 60 people in attendance 
and a picket outside protesting at the 
council allowing the Nazi group use of 
civic property. 

Following the film show, some of the 
audience made their way to the Elephant 
and Castle pub in Kensington. One of 
them, Bob Edwards, didn’t make it. He 
was attacked by six BM members and 
badly assaulted on the orders of a League 
member who seems to specialise in that 
kind of thing (he did the same at Diks- 
muide). Later, about eight skinheads in 
the pub started singing: “There’s only 
one Adolf Hitler” refused to pay for their 
drinks and threatened the barman. He 
sent for the police, who eventually cleared 
the place. 

The next day an unofficial social took 
place at the home of Mike Powers in 
Tulse Hill. Quite a number of those 
present were BM members, including 
their leader McLaughlin. 

On Sunday November 9th the official 
social took place in the evening at the 
Ivanhoe Hotel, Bloomsbury. Amongst 
those present were Dr Mitchell Sen. Keith 
Thomson and Mike Griffin, top League 
officials were seen to be arguing all 
evening and when Griffin wanted people 
to take off their swastikas, he was threat- 
ened. A collection was taken for two BM 
members, Tony Crane (Kent organiser) 
and Tony Lawrence (the skinhead who is 
reported to have assaulted Creese in 
Diksmuide as well as a German student 
on the ferry on the way over): both are 
in custody for an attack on a disco in 
Woolwich, where both black youths and 
police were injured. The evening ended 
with British Movement skinheads deciding 
to leave, but not before they helped 
themselves to the bar takings, estimated 
to be about £90. 

According to League Review, the next 
film to be shown in London is scheduled 
for January 3rd, at what is described as a 
‘New Year’s Social Evening’. The film is 
called Ein Volk, Ein Reich, Ein Fuhrer. 


THE LEAGUE 
OF 
ST GEORGE 


AND THE 


WEB OF 
TERROR 


IF THERE were any doubts about 
the extent to which the League of 
St. George’s overseas contacts lead 
them to rub shoulders with con- 
tinental Nazis responsible for recent 
atrocities they are dispelled by the 
photograph on the right. It is taken 
from the cover of the July 1979 
issue of Kommando published 
by the West German Nazi group 
Wehrsportegruppe Hoffman Truppe. 
According to West German police 
the man standing second from the 
left is Gundolf Kéhler, who was 
killed planting the bomb which 
killed fourteen people at _ the 
Munich Oktoberfest. The man on 
the right of the photo is Arndt 
Heinz Marx — the Hoffman group’s 
contact man with the League of 
St. George. He is, say police, a 
military instructor for the Hoffman 
group and had a part in training the 
young Nazi who was later to die by 
his own hand in the Oktoberfest 
massacre. 


It has been known for some time that 
a loose network exists which links far- 
right groups across the world and which 
provides assistance to terrorists who are 
forced to flee their own countries. Thus 


men like Franco Freda and Giovanni. 


Ventura who detonated the bombs which 
tore apart the Piazza Fontana in Milan in 
1969 had eventually to be extradited 
from South America and Spain to face 
trial. Sandro Saccuchi, the Italian MSI 
deputy wanted for murder is still on the 
run but was sheltered for some time in 
London after bolting from Italy. Others 
have found refuge in Spain and Chile. 
There is now little doubt that the 
League of St. George functions as the 
British connection in this underground 
fascist international. The extent of their

contacts can be seen from the Overseas 
News pages of their journal League 
Review. These reveal that not only do 
they liaise with literally dozens of hard- 
line Nazi groups, but that they also main- 
tain contact with a number of organi- 


_ sations which have proven records of 


terrorist activity. Where they do not 
actually reveal links, these pages often 
illustrate vividly the high esteem in which 
the League holds organisations dedicated 
to installing fascism through terror. 


Appeals for solidarity 


In 1979 the League ran an appeal for 
support and solidarity for a group of 
‘jailed comrades” of the National Socialist 
Action Front. These men were also 
members of the NSDAP (Ausland) and 
included notorious German Nazi Michael 
Kuhnen. Kuhnen and five others had 
been convicted of raiding NATO and 
German Army arms depots to obtain guns 
and of robbing banks for funds. The 
German judge in the case identified 
American Nazi Gerhard Lauck, with 
whom the League also have close links, 
as the driving force behind the group’s 
activities. The six were convicted on 
charges ranging from terrorism and armed 
robbery to incitement to racial hatred. 

The League of St. George responded 
to the gaolings with an appeal: “... all 
sympathisers are asked to show their 
solidarity with these jailed comrades 


by sending messages of support to the 


ANS...’ Next month, League Review 
announced that “‘.. . we will supply full 
details of how to write to these brave 
young folk on request... .” 

The League also maintains close 
contact with Manfred Roeder, recently 


arrested in the Federal Republic in 
connection with a series of explosions at 
immigrant and refugee hostels. Roeder 
has been a guest speaker at League 
functions on a number of occasions 
including a visit late in 1979 when he 
entered the country on a false passport. 
He was at the time on the run after being 
convicted on other charges. 


Protesting Stoner’s Innocence 


The League has also hosted meetings 
for the American leader of the National 
States Rights Party Attorney J.B. Stoner. 
When Stoner was convicted several months 
ago of bombing a negro church in Alabama 
in 1958 League Review carried a number 
of spirited articles protesting his inno- 
cence. It was Stoner that right-wingers at 
the secret Bruges summit last June were 
discussing springing from gaol if his 
appeal was unsuccessful. Another violent 
American group which the League holds 
in high regard is the Cuban emigre group 
Alpha 66 which League Review described 
as “‘an anti-communist organisation made 
up of Cuban refugees’. In fact Alpha 66 
was described by the American House 
of Representatives Select Committee 
on Assassinations as “‘one of the most 
violent and frustrated anti-Castro groups” 
which had, amongst other things, organi- 
sed numerous assassination attempts in 
Cuba. In May 1977 League Review 
reproduced major extracts from speeches 
made at an Alpha 66 congress which took 
place in Miami some months before. 


Plugs for Cuban Assassins 


League Review had previously carried 
plugs for a new alliance of Cuban groups 
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Michael Kuhnen (facing). 


(possibly the same ‘Bloc of Cuban Revo- 
lutionary Organisations’ which was pub- 
licised in a subsequent issue of the 
magazine) made up of Alpha 66, Cubaines 
Brigada 2506 and the Cuban Nationalist 
Movement. CB 2506 is made up of 
veterans of the Bay of Pigs invasion, and 
the CNM has an unparalleled record 
of violence: in 1976 they blew up a 
Cuban Airlines DC8 in mid-air killing 73 
passengers and between 1974 and 1976 
their leading members were employed by 
the Chilean secret police DINA to carry 
out a series of assassinations of prominent 
opponents of the Chilean junta living 
abroad. It was CNM militants who were 
convicted of the 1976 murder of Orlando 
Letelier in Washington. The FBI now 
believe that Omega 7, the group which 
has claimed responsibility for recent 
murders in the States, including that of 
an attache to the Cuban mission at the 
United Nations last September is simply 
the name employed by CNM hit squads. 


Links with Norway 


On at least two occasions League 
officers have welcomed to Britain Erik 
Blucher leader of the Norwegian Front. 
League Review in October 1977 an- 
nounced that Blucher had “spent some 
time with members of the League. During 
his visit he expressed the desire to co- 
operate with patriots in other countries 
... The League of St. George salutes our 
Norwegian friends for their brave achieve- 
ments in the past and wishes them every 
success in the future. . .”” One of Blucher’s 
later achievements was the bombing of a 
left-wing demonstration in Oslo on May 
Day 1979, in which a young steward was 
seriously injured. Police investigations 
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revealed that the attack had actually been 
planned in Blucher’s house. 


Grey Wolves... 


In 1978 leaders of the League met a 
delegation from the Turkish terror group 
the Grey Wolves. In June of that year 
League Review carried an article outlining 
and praising the progress which the 
Wolves’ parent party the Nationalist 
Action Party had made in the recent 
elections. The piece was written by 
Michel Faci, a leading member of the 
French terrorist group FANE which is 
believed to have been behind the recent 
outrages in France. It concluded that 
‘There is a strong possibility of Turkish 
delegates to Diksmuide this year and 
as natural allies in the fight against 
Bolshevism we look forward to meeting 
them x. .” 

The League are in contact with a 
number of Dutch groups including 
Robert Boot’s Volksunie. In January of 
last year however, League Review reported 
the LSG’s involvement in a training and 
selection camp held in Holland to recruit 
mercenaries for service in southern Africa. 
According to the report nine Britons were 
amongst those selected. 


and other terror groups 


Surprisingly perhaps, given the fact 
that a number of the League’s leaders 
support the IRA, League Review in mid- 
1979 carried a plug for the journal of the 
Ulster Volunteer Force (UVF) one of 
the most vicious paramilitary groups 
operating in Northern Ireland. This 
probably reflects the fact that Steve 
Brady, who claims to be an officer in the 
UDA, was at that time the League’s 
Overseas Liaison Officer. 


Spanish assassination squads also 
come in for some free publicity in the 
columns of League Review. In Issue 27 
(1980) for instance, it announced that 
‘Members of the underground ‘Spanish 
Basque Battalions’ state they executed 
two communist GRAPO terrorists on 
June 30th’. The same issue, quoting 
Spanish sources, claimed that “the 
‘Group Peiper’ successfully avenged the 
murder of SS  Obersturmbahnfiihrer 
Joachim Peiper who died fighting off 
communist assassins in 1976. Five of 
those who participated in the attack were 
executed in a cafe’. Also according to 
League Review “worthy of mention” are 
the Guerillas of Christ the King “‘who 
take combative action against communist 
and Basque separatist groups’. The 
Guerillas of Christ the King have claimed 
responsibility for a series of political 
assassinations in Spain and are known to 
be closely linked to the Italian terror 
group Ordine Nuovo. 

The list of right-wing terror groups 
with whom the League are connected or 
of whom they are on record as supporting 
is much longer: the Triple A in Argentine, 
the ‘Death Squadrons’ in Brazil, the 
notorious South Tyrol terrorist Norbert 
Berger, the various KKK factions in the 
USA and the Muslim Brotherhood are 
others. We have already shown in recent 
issues that the League is closely tied up 
with the groups such as FANE in France, 
the Italian Ordine Nuovo and the German 
Hoffman Group which have been respon- 
sible for the recent bombings on the 
continent. In the next few months, 
drawing heavily on recently obtained 
internal documents of the League of 
St. George and Column 88, we will 
examine in detail the international web in 
which British Nazis are involved. 


In the 
wake 


of the 
bombings 


PARIS 


ONLY A MONTH after the mur- 
derous attack on the Rue Copernic 
Synagogue in Paris neo-fascists 
launched another assault on Jewish 
property in the French capital. On 
the evening of November 4th shots 
were fired from a passing car at 
police guarding a Jewish school. 
This time nobody was hurt but the 
fascists’ audacity in carrying on 
their campaign only highlights the 
dead-end reached by police investi- 
gating their activities. 

Disclosures that a motorcycle, wrecked 
in the Rue Copernic blast but sub- 
sequently unclaimed, had been bought 
by a Cypriot led to a recent flurry of 
speculation that there was a middle-east 
connection to the attack — either Libya’s 
Colonel Gaddafi or the PLO being put 
forward as architects of the atrocity. All 
of these suggestions however remained 
unsubstantiated although, curiously, they 
closely resembled reports, also emanating 
from unnamed ‘official’ sources which 
surfaced in Italy after Bologna, and in 
Germany after Munich. Interestingly they 
all surfaced in right-wing newspapers. 
The usefulness of ‘official’ speculation 
was made apparent in France by dis- 
closures that senior circles in the police 
and government were now of the opinion 
that Rue Copernic had been carried out 
by extreme Zionists to solidify support 
for Israel within the Jewish community. 

The progress of the police in tracking 
down the bombers has since been strongly 
criticised by the Examining Magistrate 
Judge Guy Joly investigating the affair. 
In a document sent to Michel Leclerc, 
head of the Crime Squad, he accused the 
police of sabotaging his enquiries into 
right-wing terror. Earlier spokesmen for 
French police unions had claimed that 
policemen comprised 20% of the member- 
ship of FANE, whose members are 
widely thought to have been behind the 
synagogue explosion. 

Other incidents since the bombing 
have included an attempt on the life of 


Mortar bomb similar to the British made 
bomb (taken apart and repacked with 
shrapnel) used by Kohler at Munich. 


Jean-Pierre Bloch, chairman of the Inter- 
national League against Racialism and 
anti-Semitism, and a bomb left at the 
Paris stock exchange. Responsibility for 
the bomb, which was defused by soldiers, 
was claimed by a group calling itself 
‘Black Order’, 

Marc Frederickson, FANE’s leader, was 
sentenced to an eighteen month gaol 
term — part of it suspended — by a Paris 
court in October. Days earlier he had 
been hospitalised following an assault by 
Jewish youths outside a railway station. 


had been modified by an expert who 
dismantled it and packed it with shrapnel. 
“‘That was a dangerous work of precision. 
No amateur could do it” one expert is 
quoted as saying. 

A witness has also come forward 
saying that the evening before the blast 
he overheard a conversation in a Nurem- 
berg cafe between two men later identified 
on television as being members of the 
Hoffman Group. He claims that one said 
to the other “Tomorrow we are going to 
Munich to the beer festival. We’re going 
to do something which will cause a stir’. 
The Hoffman Group’s headquarters are 
located at a castle near Nuremberg. 

Franz-Josef Strauss, recently defeated 
in the West German elections, used the 
occasion of the bombing to advance the 
view that the Hoffman Group is run by 
the East Germans for the purpose of 
discrediting right-wing politicians in the 
Federal Republic. He refused to testify 
however when asked to appear before the

MUNICH 


THE CLAIM by officials of the 
Bavarian Interior Ministry that 
Gundolf Kohler of the Wehrsporte- 
gruppe Hoffman acted alone when 
he planted a nine kilogramme mor- 
tar bomb at the Munich Oktoberfest 
have been disputed by explosives 
experts. 

According to the Ministry, Kohler was 
a young fanatic who had in the past 
dabbled in chemistry and the manu- 
facture of explosive devices. They also 
claim that there is no evidence linking his 
actions to the Hoffman group, although 
they admit that he was a member of the 
group. Experts who have examined the 
remnants of the device and examined its 
impact however, argue that the bomb — a 
mortar bomb of British manufacture — 


security committee of the Bavarian 
Parliament to substantiate his charges. 
His refusal has led to opposition members 
accusing him of contempt of Parliament, 
and has lent weight to charges that he 
cynically tried to exploit the atrocity to 
whip up a ‘red-scare’ atmosphere during 
his election campaign. 


BOLOGNA 


TWO ITALIANS arrested in London at 
the end of October have now been 
cleared by police of suspicion of being 
involved in the Bologna station bombing. 

The two men, Mario Ferrandi and 
Marco Campari, were arrested in North 
London after police, acting on infor- 
mation from Italy spent a week observing 
their movements. One of them had been 
employed at the Trattoria Venezia in 
Clerkenwell. 

Ferrandi has now been charged with 
the attempted murder of Bruno Rucano 
in Milan in April 1977. 
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RICHARD LYNN, Professor of Psy- 
chology at the New University of Ulster 
and deputy editor of the racist magazine 
Mankind Quarterly, has threatened the 
editors of the student magazine at his 
university with criminal libel. In an 
incredible letter Lynn states that he will 
go to the police if the student editors 
refuse to give an undertaking that no 
material about him will ever again appear 
in future editions of the magazine. 


The background to this attempt to 
muzzle free speech is that a number of 
students at Ulster University have been 
increasingly worried about the activities 
of Lynn. Not only have his connections 
with Mankind Quarterly and his reported 
derogatory remarks about the Irish caused 
much offence, but students have been 
upset by his practice of awarding extra 
marks to those who take part in his 
experiments. In fact, the students even 
wrote a letter of complaint to the Minister 
of Education about this. 

Recently Invoice, the student maga- 
zine, published a couple of articles about 
Lynn. Using the Searchlight pamphlet, 
Psychology, Racism and Fascism, they 
spelt out in detail the fascist and racist 
connections of Mankind Quarterly, a 


magazine which has openly praised 
apartheid, Racial Preservation Society 
publications and notorious fascists. 

Lynn seems to have over-reacted to 
this exposure. In threatening the students, 
he points out that “libel is a criminal 
offence punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment”. If the students are to avoid the 
risk of imprisonment, Lynn not only 
wishes that they give the undertaking to 
publish no more material about him. He 
also requests that they express publicly 
their ‘“‘chumble and sincere regrets for the 
publication of these discreditable articles’’. 

In particular, Lynn wants the students 
to state three points. The first is that 
“it is completely untrue that Professor 
Lynn has ever stated that the Irish are a 
genetically inferior race”’. 

Fact One: Lynn has published articles 
claiming that the Irish have a lower IQ 
than the British and that IQ is genetically 
based. 

The second point Lynn wishes to 
have made is that “‘it is also untrue that 
Professor Lynn belongs or ever has 
belonged to any fascist or conservative 
organisation’’, 

Fact Two: the students never claimed, 
as far as we can tell from the Jnvoice 
article, that Lynn was a member of any 
fascist organisation, Lynn, as well as 


helping to edit the disgraceful Mankind 
Quarterly, has written for Nouvelle Ecole, 


which is published by GRECE, the 
organisation of French ‘cultural fascists’ 
(see Psychology, Racism and Fascism for 
details of GRECE). 

The last point is that Lynn wants the 
students to state that he ‘“‘was perfectly 
justified” in giving students marks for 
filling in questionnaires. According to 
Lynn, “this is accepted practice in 
universities throughout the United King- 
dom, North American and elsewhere”’. 

Fact Three: Searchlight has contacted 
a number of leading British psychologists 
and none could recall this having taken 
place at any British university to their 
knowledge. Dr Raymond Cochrane, the 
eminent social psychologist at Birmingham 
University, stated that in his opinion such 
a practice would be unethical in a British 
University. Moreover, Dr Cochrane, who 
has taught in the United States, told us 
that the practice in American universities 
is to award credits, which is very different 
from adjusting marks in the way Lynn 
appears to have done. 

Lynn’s action shows all the signs of 
being that of a worried man who wishes 
to silence by crude threats information 
about his activities. Further developments 
are awaited with interest.

ENFIELD ALLOWS RACISTS BACK IN 
COUNCIL BUILDINGS — AND LOCAL NF 
FACTIONS BRING OUT THEIR DIRTY 
LINEN 

Following their temporary ban on lettings to 
the National Front, Enfield Council have voted 
to allow racist organisations to use council 
buildings. This means that not only the National 
Front, but also the NF Constitutional Move- 
ment and the New National Front will be 
holding their monthly meetings in council 
premises. The only condition on the groups, 
according to a council spokesperson, is that the 
dates of the meetings should be kept secret, 
and in fact all three groups have made bookings 
well into 1981. 

Labour councillors and anti-racists in the 
area have been voicing their opposition to the 
local Fronts meeting in the town hall ever since 
it was discovered in August that they were 
holding regular meetings. A wide range of 
local paper, the Enfield Advertiser, advising the 
protest and demonstrate against council policy, 
including the Community Relations Council, 
the Greek Parents Association, the Sikh Gurud- 
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wara, the Trades Council, AJEC, Labour and 
Liberal party branches, to name a few. Palmers 
Green Racial Harmony Group told council 
leader Alan Young that if they were allowed 
to flourish, racist organisations like the National 
Front would bring “fear and violence to every 
public place, every street and every playground 
in the area’’. 

Another attack on the National Front came 
from a less expected quarter when former NF 
Parliamentary candidate Roy Pert wrote to the 
local paper, the Enfield Advertiser advising the 
council to ban “all organisations who under the 
guise of peacefully picketing stir their members 
to deliberately commit physical assault”. After 
describing in some detail the history of splits 
within the NF, Pert explained that the ones 
calling themselves the National Front would 
try anything to get some cheap publicity. “The 
rump directorate, seeing the party membership 
defecting, is desperate, desperate for recruits 
and desperate in Enfield ... So when the rump 
hold a meeting and arrange a clash with the 
left, they draw on rent-a-mob who have no 
connections with Enfield”. 

He accused the NF of trying to steal atten- 
tion from the NF Constitutional Movement 
(which is where his own sympathies presumably 
lie), and to prove his point if they were banned 
from council buildings the “rump” is anxious 
to have all their competitors banned as well. 

The local ANL have also been lucky enough 
to receive the members’ bulletins of the NF and 
the New NF, all falling over themselves in their 
attempts to disassociate themselves from each 
other — a good example of how disarrayed and 


deeply split the far right can be. But the fact 
remains that the Tory Council have voted to 
allow all three groups, and any more that pop 
up in the meantime, to have council property at 
their disposal, regardless of what it means for 
the people who live there. 


HACKNEY COUNCIL WINS BATTLE TO 
EVICT NF 

Hackney Council has finally won its battle 
against the National Front use of Excalibur 
House for their HQ as Richard Verrall an- 
nounced that the Front would vacate the 
building by mid-December. He said, “We main- 
tain that this building is not being used as a 
headquarters, but we cannot afford to carry on 
spending vast amounts of money fighting off 
people like Hackney Council who want us to 
leave”’. 

Hackney Council had called an enquiry into 
the Front’s use of the building early in the year 
on the grounds that they did not have planning 
permission to use the building as anything but a 
warehouse. Their case was upheld by the 
Department of Environment and in August the 
Front was ordered to stop using Excalibur 
House as their HQ. 

Deputy Council leader John Kotz said that 
they were “extremely pleased’ about the 
eviction, and that it was money “well spent’’. 

The Excalibur Club will probably not be 
following the Front to its new base. Readers 
may remember the first splits in the old National 
Front centred around who should control NF 
Properties Ltd and the Excalibur Club.

BRITISH MOVEMENT ABANDON MARCH 


The neo-Nazi British Movement was forced to 
call off a planned march through the Yorkshire 
mill town of Dewsbury on October 11th, 
because only 60 supporters, bussed in from all 
over the North of England, turned up. About 
800 police were there to protect the British 
Movement supporters from 200 counter- 
demonstrators. 

The attempted march followed an incident 
two months ago when a pigs head was left on 
the altar of a local mosque, followed by a 
rampage of 25 white men armed with iron bars 
through the largely Asian area of Savile town, 
smashing cars and doors. 


HITLER CHANTS IN BEXLEYHEATH 

The British Movement held a 200 strong march 
through Welling and Bexleyheath on October 
19th, protected by over 2,300 police from 400 
counter-demonstrators. The BM supporters sang 
“There’s only One Adolf Hitler’ and ‘“‘We’ve 
Gotta Get Rid of the Reds” and shouted ‘“‘Sieg 
Heil”. The counter-demonstrators were kept 
penned in a side street by the police. Eddie 
Mcparland, vice-president of Greenwich Labour 
Party, has claimed the police acted beyond 
their powers and is taking the issue up with 
MP Guy Barnett. 


NF MARCH IN HOXTON 

The police provided a strong escort for the 
National Front march through Hoxton on 
October 5th. Twenty-two mounted police 
headed and backed up the procession while a 
mobile control unit led a forest of NF union 
jacks. The 600 National Front members marched 
through Hoxton while 200 counter demon- 
strators from the Anti-Nazi League were kept 
in a cul de sac by the police. The NF march 
was in support of the use of the SPG by local 
police chief Commander Mitchell against 
‘“‘muggers”. Commander Mitchell said later: 
“From a point of view of maintaining order 
the operation was a success’’.

FABIAN MEETING DISRUPTED 


A dozen men chanting “Support the National 
Front” charged into a meeting of Havering 
Fabian Society, in Essex recently. They threw 
fireworks and stink bombs into the hall but had 
fled by the time the police arrived. Fortunately 
no one was injured, and the meeting, addressed 
by MP Dennis Skinner, continued. Caretaker 
Mrs Catherine Samuels said of the attack: “‘As 
soon as I heard them shouting about the 
National Front I called the police. It was very 
nerve-wrecking”’. 


GANG ATTACKS MAZE MARCH 
On 27th October in Birmingham city centre, 
National Front and British Movement supporters 
attacked a demonstration about the conditions 
of the hunger strikers in the Maze Prison in 
Northern Ireland. The situation arose as the 
demonstrators were assembling at 6.20 in the 
evening. A group of youths and older men 
started to collect on the opposite side of the 
street, and after about five minutes began to 
throw stones and chant anti-IRA slogans. 
During the stone throwing, a woman was 


taken to hospital with head injuries and several 
other people were injured. The youths crossed 
the street to attack the main body of the march 
but were fought offand chased back. The police 
did not arrive until the demonstrators had 
managed to drive off the gang, and claimed 
later that they were waiting for the march to 
assemble in a different place. Organisers of the 
march criticised them for their late arrival and 
for allowing the BM and NF supporters to 
follow them around town trying to provoke 
them. 


NF SUPPORTER STARTS STREET FIGHT 
Francis Crabtree (19) said in a court to be a 
National Front supporter, started a fight in 
Blackburn when he shouted abuse at a group of 
black men. When he saw the men delivering 
milk, he shouted “British jobs for British 
workers’. Crabtree pleaded guilty to using 
abusive words and behaviour likely to cause a 
breach of the peace. 


NEWSMEN BEATEN UP BY NF 
“HONOUR GUARD” 


Reporter John Goodwin, and photographer 
Keith Waldegrave from the Sun newspaper were 
both kicked and punched when they tried to 
get into the National Front’s annual meeting 
in London recently. Martin Webster threw 
Goodwin down a flight of stairs and shouted 
after him “Get out. You can’t come in here. 
You are an animal’. The room the NF were 
using at the Tower Hotel had been booked 
under the name of the “Inner City Renovation 
Project”. The hotel management were not 
pleased with the deception. 


NF ACCUSED OF SWINDON ATTACK 


Two men selling socialist newspapers, and a 
black man and woman they were chatting 
to, were savagely attacked by four men in 
Swindon’s town centre recently. Swindon 
police said they were treating the incident as a 
serious assault and appealed for witnesses. 
Dick Naylor, 25, was selling the Socialist 
Worker outside Halfords, when four men 
came up. “All hell broke loose when they 
started punching me in the face and kicking 
my legs’, he said. He was left with a cut and 
bleeding mouth, a bruised eye and nose, and 
bruising over his back and arms. John Saunders, 
32, was grabbed from behind, pulled to the 
ground and kicked in the head. Mr Saunders 
said “We are convinced they were National 
Front bully boys brought in specially to attack 
us. But they were not from the Swindon area’’. 
Barbara Packer, Swindon NF organiser, was 
selling NF News at the same time, but was not 
attacked. 


NATIONAL FRONT MAN IN 
THUGGISH ASSAULT 


Graham Cooper (22) of Star Post Road Cam- 
berly, was fined £150 with £30 costs at Alder- 
shot recently, for threatening behaviour likely 
to cause a breach of the peace. Cooper and a 
friend with waiting for a train at Aldershot 
when a guard approached. Cooper asked the 
guard where the train was going, and when 
told said “You black bastard”. The guard told 
him he had no right to say that, whereupon 
Cooper went over and began to punch and 
kick him. He then pulled a knife. The guard, 
with great presence of mind, disarmed Cooper 
and sat him down on a seat until the police 
arrived. Cooper told the police he hated all 
blacks and wasa member of the National Front. 
“I hate those black bastards — they’re a load of 
trouble-makers” he said. 
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Two skinhead members of the Young 
National Front marched into a school 
in Dover and shouted abuse at a teacher 
as he left his class. One of them took a 
photo of him before police arrived and 
escorted them to the local station. This 
was part of a systematic campaign to get 
the teacher sacked from his job. 

Local NF organiser Paul Johnson 
earlier claimed that there was a sizeable 
YNF ‘unit’ at the school, Archers Court 
Secondary, and that pupils there had 
written a leaflet complaining about a 
teacher who was an avid reader of Socialist 
Worker and Soviet Weekly. He was also 
alleged to have made his class paint a 
hammer and sickle during a history lesson. 
The teacher, who was giving lessons on 
the Soviet Union according to the school 
syllabus also received a threatening letter 
emblazoned with SS _ insignia, and is 
featured on the YNF “blacklist” (How to 
spot a red teacher) in the most recent 
Bulldog the YNF’s own paper. 

Police are considering whether to 
prosecute the two youths who tried to 
intimidate the teacher, and the NUT legal 
department is also considering the legal 
implications of victimising one of their 
members in such a way. 

Head teacher of Archers Court School, 
Mr John Bates, said he was deeply 
disturbed by the incident and by the 
systematic dumping of leaflets outside 
the school. On one occasion teachers had 


arrived to find swastikas and YNF slogans 
spray painted on outside walls and doors. 

Secretary of Dover Teachers Asso- 
ciation, Alan Davis, said: ““Our organi- 
sation will not stand idly by while a tiny 
minority with mob violent instincts 
attempts to impose their ideology on 
schools’’, 

In Peterborough, copies of British 
Movement Fact Finder (see Searchlight 
No.63) have been distributed in schools. 

A former NF member told reporters 
at the Peterborough Evening Telegraph 
that he had been approached by two BM 
members. “They asked me if I wanted to 
join the Movement as they had started a 
Peterborough branch’’, said the man, who 
wanted to remain anonymous. 

He said they wanted him to organise 
the school campaign and to take part in 
distributing leaflets outside two schools. 
“They wanted six of us to stand outside 
the schools for two days at lunchtimes 
and after school, selling badges and 
recruiting youngsters”. It was revealed 
later that two pupils at Orton Logueville 
Comprehensive School had joined BM. 
Michael McLaughlin, BM’s national leader 
in North Wales, said: ““Yes, we are out 
to recruit school-children. They are 
tomorrow’s leaders”’. 

Following this report of BM activity in 
Peterborough the Evening Telegraph ran a 
full page run-down on BM’s aims and 
policies, called ““When Hate is the Key”.

in axe selge - 


THREE women at Brighton’s Women’s 
Centre locked themselves in when youths 
wielding an axe tried to hammer a door 
down on October 18th. The youths 
were shouting ‘National Front, National 
Front’’. 

After most of the Resource Centre, which 
houses the Women’s Centre, was burned down 
in a mystery fire at the start of October, 
voluntary workers at the Women’s Centre have 
been subjected to a terror campaign. National 
Front slogans have been daubed on the walls 
and workers continually harassed by gangs of 
youths. One slogan said: ‘A woman’s place is at 
home and in the bed’. It was accompanied by 
an NF sticker with a swastika. 

One of the people present during the axe 
attack, who did not wish to be named, said: 
“They were hammering on the door and 
shouting ‘Let’s get in there’.” The youths only 
broke off their attack when a woman arriving 
for a pregnancy test called the police. Another 
volunteer worker at the Centre, a nurse, said 
she’d been chased by a group of about 15 
youths chanting National Front slogans while 
on her way to a meeting at the Centre. She 
said: “It was not an isolated incident. It looks 
like a deliberate campaign to get us out. These 
youths are always hanging around the Centre at 
night’’. 

The Centre, which carried out free pregnancy 
tests, acted as a contact for battered women, 
and as an advice centre, has closed as a result of 
the terror campaign, and is looking for new 
premises. 


BM thugs in 
ammonia attack 
on ticket 
collector 


A BLACK railman, Lloyd Chambers, was 
beaten and almost blinded by a mob 
of British Movement skinheads. Mr 
Chambers, 40, was hit over the head with 
a bucket and had ammonia thrown in his 
face on October 19th. 

The 200 skinheads, on their way back from 
a BM demonstration at Welling, rampaged 
through Lewisham Station. Lloyd said: “It 
started when the 3.37 train came in on Sunday. 
Skinheads rushed out of the train and started 
kicking hell out of a lady and gent on the 
platform. I hid behind my ticket collecting 
box, but before I could get there I was sur- 
rounded. One hit me over the head with a 
bucket. It had ammonia in it, though he did not 
realise it. It is the worst incident of violence I 
have been involved in. I can hardly see out of 
either eye. The hospital said I am lucky to be 
alive’’. 

Three of the BM supporters were arrested 
after the trouble at Lewisham — two were 
charged with possessing offensive weapons, and 
the other with using threatening behaviour. 
Lewisham Council for Community Relations 
said: “It shows the need to keep the British 
Movement off the streets, everywhere”. 
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WHAT THEIR 
PAPERS SAY 


AS WE all know the fascists are a peace- 
able bunch, liking nothing better after 
a day of flower-arranging or stamp- 
collecting to settle down with a nice 
mug of cocoa and dream about a white 
Christmas. However these gentle souls 
have much to contend with and the word 
keeps going about that one or two of 
their chaps are inclined to fly off the 
handle. The fascist press this month is 
much concerned to set matters straight. 

Take the Bologna bombing for instance; 
or the Munich bombing or the Paris 
bombing. The mass media, it seems, have 
got hold of the wrong ends of countless 
sticks in the last few months. Fancy 
thinking it was all the work of fascists — 
one might as well suspect a plot of hair- 
dresser’s assistants or nursery nurses. 
John Tyndall in October’s Spearhead 
sets the tone. 

He starts off with the assertion that 
the ‘“‘news media have unanimously 
endorsed the view that the Paris syna- 
gogue bombing . . . was the work of a 
French Nazi group”. And if the news 
media endorse any view, then you can bet 
your boots that Mr Tyndall will have his 
own theory. “The question must be 
asked”, goes on Mr Tyndall, knowing 
that he has the answer tucked firmly up 
his sleeve, ‘““who gains by such an act of 
murder?”’ Or, to put the question that 
must be asked in a different way: ““What 
conceivable service could that have done 
to the cause of the French Nazis assumed 
to be implicated?” 

After all, such bombings only ‘“‘create 
a climate of public opinion favourable 
to the legal suppression of nationalist 
political groups throughout the world”’. 
Regular readers of ‘What Their Papers 
Say’ will have already caught the drift of 
Mr Tyndall’s logic. Whatever the question 
that must be asked, Mr Tyndall always 
has the same reply that must be given — 
although in this case it takes the form of 
another question: 


“What we are seeing is the mobilisation 
of Jewish terror squads for the purpose 
of intimidation of any and all groups 
or individuals who challenge Jewish 
power. This must lead to the question: 
were the Parish and Munich — and 
even possibly the Bologna — bombings 
organised by the Jews?” 


Yes, Mr Tyndall is really saying that 
the Jews of Paris bombed their own 
synagogue in order to give themselves an 


excuse to attack French fascists. And 
elsewhere in Spearhead he gives examples 
of the kindness of fascists, as all manner 
of matters are set straight. 

Firstly, much against his own incli- 
nations, a bit of internal straightening is 
called for: “‘It was our hope to devote a 
decreasing amount of space to the internal 
troubles within the National Front, as 
we feel sure that our readers do not want 
an endless diet on this subject”. But diet 
or no, some “‘rubbish from Mr Verrall” 
(NF Deputy Chairman), which is “full of 
distorted facts and allegations”, most 
certainly “cannot pass without an answer’’. 
And so the man, who seems to have an 
unlimited supply of answers, spares a 
page or two to explain why he is not to 
be likened to ‘“‘a captain who deserts his 
ship like a rat”’. 

It seems that back in April 1979 there 
were all sorts of rumours flying about 
concerning naughty goings-on in the NF 
Finance Department, which were all part 
of a plot “to subvert the party”. Now, 
the fascists, being cautious and fair- 
minded folk, must proceed with care 
and Mr Tyndall gave ‘‘the go-ahead for 
discreet investigations to be made”. 
Readers of Spearhead might be recom- 
mended a strict diet, but the higher-ups 
of the National Front seem to have 
fought out their battles over a succession 
of meal-times. 

Martin Webster had apparently been a 
bit upset with the Finance Department 
‘“‘as a result of an imagined slight which 
he thought he had suffered over the 
matter of an invitation to a dinner’. But 
making up for this disappointment Mr 
Webster had a nice luncheon with Messrs 
Tyndall and Verrall, when the topic of 
those discreet investigations was raised. 
By the time the dessert dishes had been 
removed Mr Tyndall had thought things 
were all palsy-walsy, but no: “The crisis 
within the party deepened during the 
months following the General Election’’. 

By New Years Day it was time for 
decisive action against the “homo net- 
work within the party”, and Mr Tyndall 
showed his undoubted powers of leader- 
ship: “In January I invited Richard 
Verrall with me in the hope that I may 
persuade him of the disaster course to 
which he had committed himself”. A 
similar invite went to Mr Brons, but for 
reasons which are not altogether clear 
(had the New Years’ Resolutions called 
for weight-watching diets?) both declined 


to break bread with Mr T. In fact, and it’s 
now Mr Tyndall’s turn to suffer the pain 
of a dinner-time slight, “both these 
invitations were contemptuously turned 
down’”’. 


TYNDALL’s growing preoccupation with 
matters like “homo networks” is shared 
by Spearhead’s American contributor, 
Harriman Baker, who is described as “‘the 
noted diplomat, author and bon vivant’’. 
Unfortunately, the diplomacy and la 
bonne vie seem to have deserted Mr 
Baker when he sat down to describe the 
recent arrival of Cubans in Florida. He 
warms up with a description of “the 
queers kissing in public and the hippies 
urinating on each other’’. 

After that hors d’oeuvre, it’s on to 
Mr Baker’s main course of “‘the thousands 
of niggery Cubans swarming ashore, the 
noise of that awful language, the arrogance 
of the indigenous Cubans’’. But all this 
rich fare sticks in his gullet, and he’s 
positively put off his food by the thought 
of all those ‘“‘puffed-up Americans” 
who are “going to be eaten right up by 
cannibal jigaboos and spicks .. . They’ve 
fattened themselves and they’re in the 
market for hungry cannibals’’. 

If this seems a far-cry from Mr Tyndall’s 
discreet luncheons, let it be said that Mr 
Baker is in agreement about the questions 
that must be raised and the answers that 
must be offered. After dismissing the 
conservative right-wing as ‘“‘no different 
from any of the others, but just as 
caponized, just as anxious to get on the 
grill”, he offers the opinion that “the 
Jews might take over completely”. Then 
with a despairing parting shot, he exclaims 
that in the past all those “‘niggery Cubans” 
would have “‘served as the basis for endless 
literature’ but today they “will not 
attract one smidgeon of art’’. 

However, Mr Baker need not worry, 
for Spearhead shows that Britain still 
has a thing or two to offer in the way of 
racial art. There’s'a poem from Norman 
Fryer. We haven’t space to reproduce all 
the stanzas of this masterpiece, but 
Searchlight readers might be interested in 
an extract: “I popped into my Mum’s 
just the other day/And noticed her neigh- 
bours had all moved away./I said: “‘Where’s 
Mrs B. and Ethel and Jim?’ She said:/ 
‘They’ve all buggered off since the niggers

moved in!’.” 

Of course, a love of poetry is normally 
accompanied by a love of reading in 
general and Spearhead offers some 
improving reading material for all those 
stay-at-home fascist types. There’s a 
whole array of books with titles such as 
The Real Eichmann Trial, Six Million 
Lost and Found, The Six Million Re- 
considered which all show that the Nazi 
extermination of the Jews either never 
happened, or, like the Paris bombing, was 
all part of a self-inflicted Jewish plot. 

And just to round off matters, Spear- 
head also advertises Rex Versus Leese, 
“an interesting report of a court case 
when the Establishment tried to silence 
a critic’. Arnold Leese, the critic in 
question and as peaceable as any fascist, 
was the pre-war leader of the Imperial 
Fascist League; in the February 1935 
edition of his magazine Fascist, critic 
Leese publicly advocated the mass gassing 
of Jews.

ALSO advertised in Spearhead is League 
Review (described as “‘British nationalist’, 
and naturally, openly pro-Nazi) the 
magazine of the League of St. George, 
which Spearhead used to think was a 
shade too extreme in its open praise for 
Hitler and others. Like Spearhead, League 
Review is at pains to stress how out of 
character it would be for fascists to 
engage in terroristic bombings (‘‘we 
unequivocally and publicly condemn such 
tactics’’). 

Besides, the Bologna bombing could 
not possibly have been perpetrated by 
fascists since it was ‘“‘a typically Bolshevik- 
style outrage” and ‘“‘indiscriminate mass 
murder of civilians is a Communist tactic” 
or a Zionist one. Point proved — matter 
cleared up — QED. 

But of course matters aren’t quite so 
simple. It’s not just that, month after 
month, League Review proclaims its 
contacts with the most vicious and violent 
Nazi groups throughout the world. This 
month acquaintance is renewed with 
FANE (generally believed to be implicated 
in the Paris bombings) and readers are 
introduced to several new groups of 
Italian “‘extra-parliamentary fighters’ who 
““met League officials on a recent visit to 
Britain”. No details are given about how 
one fights in an extra-parliamentary style. 

The real complication in League 
Review’s ‘analysis’ of the Bologna bomb- 
ing as ‘typically communist’ is contained 
in an incredible article entitled ‘Outlook 
on the Soviet Union’. Whilst ninety-nine 
per cent of the fascist press is totally 
predictable, every so often comes a piece 
which catches even the most hardened 
fascist-watcher by surprise; and one can 
only imagine the bewilderment it must 
cause to the genuine racial comrades. 

‘Outlook on the Soviet Union’, by 
League Review’s regular columnist 
Heimdall, is nothing less than a six-page 
tribute to the Soviet Union. Praise 
follows praise, as the writer discards 
the usual stock phrases about the evils of 
Communism and its place in the Jewish 
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conspiracy. Heimdall starts with a eulogy 
to the Red Army; “in sharp contrast to 
the pacifist and anti-militarist whinings of 
Western Reds, the Soviets are proud of 
their mighty military machine”. And it’s 
so well organised, for the Soviet “elite 
fighting forces are virtually 100% white 
and in any case racially segregated’’. We 
are told that this racially pure war machine 
“in the best traditions of Fascist militar- 
ism, glorifies the military virtues of 
courage, honour, loyalty, patriotism and 
dedication to duty in the service of the 
Motherland”’. 

And on it goes. “Soviet patriotism”’ is 
“indistinguishable from Great Russian 
racial nationalism”. Russian TV _ pro- 
grammes concentrate on characters “of 
good racial stock” and, as for homo- 
sexuals, “if by chance they should crop 
up they are instantly committed to 
lunatic asylums to be cured of their 
perversion or locked up for life”’. 

More rounds of applause follow when 
the author turns, as we know he must, 
“to the pivotal subject of Race’, (and 
the capital letter alerts us to the sig- 
nifance of the matter). ““The White Slavs 
with an admixture of Swedish Viking 
and Baltic blood” control matters and 
‘““marriage between partners of different 
nationalities demands special State per- 
mission, which is rarely granted, thus, in 
effect, preventing race-mixing”’. But this 
is only a preliminary before we come “‘to 
the most significant aspect of the racial 
question”’ — ah, yes, here we go again. 

Not for Herr (or is it Racial Tovarich) 
Heimdall the old line that Russia is in the 
grip of the Jews and that Soviet anti- 
Semitism is a publicity trick dreamed up 
by the conspirators to confuse simple- 
minded fascists. No, he launches into the 
topic with relish, praising the Soviets for 
their line on ‘the International Jewish 
Conspiracy”. And since “the Soviets 
run their society along racial lines, 
encouraging Great Russian national pride 
and keeping the races separate... Jews 
are treated as potential subversives who 
place loyalty to other Jews above loyalty 
to the State’. 

All in all, the Soviet Union is a racial 
paradise much to be admired: she “‘may 
still be Marxist in word, but she is racial 
nationalist in deed’’. There’s a bit at the 
end, which should upset not a few 
readers of League Review, when it is 
suggested that the Soviet Union found 
racial truth and happiness in 1941, when 
the Germans invaded their racial brothers, 
thus ‘‘deviating from the correct path of 
racial nationalism”. Although there’s a 
brief and confusing aside about ‘Wall 
Street and its Bilderberger friends” 
keeping the Russian economy going, 
Heimdall concludes with the belief that 
‘*Karl Marx saved the White Race”’. 

There’s going to be one or two racial 
comrades foaming at the mouth and 
kicking their jackboots in anger at this 
display of extreme Strasserism, or National 
Bolshevism (as opposed to National 
Socialism) — a tendency which crops up 
from time to time on the extreme right, 
but rarely in such an openly pro-Nazi 
magazine as League Review, and rarely so 


explicitly. Older fascist-watchers might 
remember the kerfuffle when little bits 
of Strasserism crept into the old National 
Front newspaper Britain First (in those 
days Heimdall used to write under his 
real name) — but nothing so lengthy or so 
outspoken as the present piece. 
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WHETHER or not this piece heralds a 
long-term shift of focus in the League of 
St. George, it nevertheless serves a short- 
term purpose. If terrorist bombings are 
described as “‘typically communist”’ and 
if the communists after all are such 
splendid racial types, then doesn’t it 
follow that ... Even the League Review 
can’t afford to be too explicit. 

Phoenix (the magazine of British 
Movement), not being capable of Tyndall’s 
or League Review’s intricate twists of 
logic, takes a somewhat simpler line on 
the terrorist bombings. We have the by 
now familiar reaction of shocked horror 
(“‘appalling’” is how Phoenix describes 
the Bologna outrage), together with the 
hands thrown up in amazement that 
anyone could think a fascist might be 
involved: “it is inconceivable why a 
Right-wing organisation should attack in 
such a way as to bring revulsion in such 
a way”. 

However, a few paragraphs later the 
inconceivable becomes the blindingly 
obvious, when Phoenix (oblivious to all 
the world that there might be any in- 
consistency) presents a roll of honour 
for recent fascist violence. We have a 
guided tour of all the low-spots in Europe, 
starting with a bunch of Italian fascists 
who, it seems like to talk about bombs 
and bullets, wear blackshirts and shout 
their slogan ““TO ARMS — WE ARE THE 
SONS OF MUSSOLINI’. Once these fun- 
loving chaps broke up a political rally 
“firing machine guns into the air and 
throwing hand grenades’’. 

Leaving Italy, we travelin the company 
of Phoenix to France where “the anti- 
Communist campaign” has included “a 
car bomb attack” and the bombing of 
“the HQ of the exclusive Club Mediter- 
ranean to protest at Rothschild’s support 
for French coloured immigration groups’’. 

We can’t dally too long in France, 
because it’s off to Spain to meet the 
Falangists (many of them wear Swastika 
armbands), who, lucky fellows, have had 
a taste of “bitter fighting’. Then on to 
Portugal where the Fascist New Order 
Party, togged up in their “Fascist black 
shirts”, march through the streets shouting 
“DEATH TO COMMUNISTS”. Some of 
them, according to Phoenix, recently 
put on ‘“‘motorcycle crash helmets” and 
“wrecked the Communist Party HQ in 
Lisbon”’. 

Moving further afield to Turkey, 
Phoenix is delighted to introduce a 
group who “are more than capable of 
fighting’ whilst the police “have a 
tendency to turn a blind eye’. After 
the exotic Turkey, it’s back to the racially 
familiar territory of Germany, where, we 
are told, recently ‘neo-Nazi groups have 
committed over 117 acts of violence’’.

In this, the second volume of analysis of 
CIA activities, the authors concentrate on 
the activities of the CIA in Africa, but 
also deal with the operation of British, 


French and other Western intelligence 


agencies. 

The CIA maintain close and friendly 
relations with BOSS, the South African 
secret police. It planned the kidnap of 
Moise Tshombe. It installed and main- 
tains in power the corrupt and tyrannical 
regime of General Mobutu in Zaire, 
apparently considered one of its great 
successes. It manipulated the outcome of 
the 1967 election in Somalia. Most 
recently, it attempted, in conjunction 
with a South African invasion, to over- 
throw the MPLA government in Angola 
by providing arms, cash and mercenaries 
to the “pro-Western” nationalist move- 
ments of Holden Roberto and Jonas 
Savimbi. 

The authors of this book argue con- 
vincingly that these instances and others 
are not an expression of a secret service 
“out of control’, but are an expression of 
the real policies of Western governments 
in relation to Africa. Disclosures of secret 
activities often provide a much truer 


What their papers say continued. 


And all this is in an article complaining 
against the assumption that Fascists were 
involved in the Bologna bombing. 

But, incredible though it might seem, 
we haven’t yet hit the depths in the 
distorted logic stakes. The prize exhibit is 
to be found in the letters column of 
September’s issue of Action!/, the mori- 
bund magazine devoted to the glorification 
of Oswald Mosley. There we find Mr 
Robert Stanton of Liskeard in Cornwall 
and if there ever was a man who could 
spot a gentle fascist, then surely this is he. 

Mr Stanton starts his letter straight to 
the point: would not the readers of 
Action! agree that ‘“‘Sir Oswald Mosely 
deserves nomination for the Nobel Peace 
Prize?”” In outlining the peace-loving 
career of Sir O., Mr Stanton manages to 
forget the business with the British Union 
of Fascists and how the proposed Laureate 
used to love trotting over to Germany to 
meet his hero, Adolf Hitler. 

But perhaps, at this very moment 
there’s a reader of League Review or of 
Phoenix uncapping his or her ballpoint and 
preparing a letter proposing Mr Hitler for 
a posthumous Peace Prize. Or maybe even 
the Bologna bombers for the award. If 
so, you can be sure of one thing — it won’t 
be a joke. In these matters the fascists are, 
as we have seen only too often, in deadly 
earnest. 
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guide to a country’s real policy than the 
often vacuous statements intended for 
public consumption. Western interests in 
Africa are seen as being in maintaining 
free access to markets, to mineral supplies, 
and in protecting investments, particularly 
the huge ones in South Africa — in short, 
the maintenance of neo-colonial relations. 
The West has seen radical nationalism as a 
threat to these interests and worked with 
whatever means are to hand — diplomatic 
pressure, economic embargo or covert 
action by their secret services to prevent 
their success, or, if successful, to under- 
mine them. 

Faced with an escalation of the Cold 
War, and an increase in the tempo of the 
liberation struggles in Namibia and South 
Africa, Western covert action, as the 
hidden hand of official policy, is likely to 
increase. This volume provides a research 
guide for exposing these activities. 
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Colin Sparks: Never Again! The hows aid 
whys of stopping fascism. (Bookmarks 
1980, 94pp, £1.95). 

Some Marxists believe that fascism is a 
tool of capital; others than it is a force of 
middle-class reaction, hostile to both big 
business and the organised working class, 
but which, if it achieves power, makes a 
bargain with capital and turns its full 
brutal fury on the labour movement. 
Colin Sparks belongs to the latter school 
of thought, and in this booklet sets down 
the basics of its interpretation of the 
fascist movements of the 20s and 30s, 
and their contemporary progeny. 

Sparks focuses on how to defeat 
fascism, and he draws on the defeats of 
the left in Germany and Spain in the 30s, 
and the successes of the anti-fascist move- 
ment in the East End of London in the 
same period, to develop an argument 
about the importance of working-class 
unity, and the vital necessity of socialists 
involving themselves in struggles for 
improved wages, housing conditions etc., 
in order to undermine any base for 
fascism among the dispossessed. 

The book is well-written and often 
useful. There are, however, numerous 
problems with his argument, most 
notably his insistence that fascism is 
middle-class when it clearly has an appeal 
to sections of the working class (as he 
admits), and his refusal to consider the 


reactionary sexual politics of fascism. The. 


latter he justifies on the unlikely grounds 
that hostility to women and gays is not 
unique to the extreme right (neither, of 
course, is hostility to trade unions or left 
political parties), and that in Nazi 
Germany the attempt to remove women 
from the labour force miscarried due to 
labour shortages, thus proving to his 
satisfaction that economics is the crucial 
factor in analysing fascism. 

As a member of the Socialist Workers 
Party he is concerned to polemicise against 
what he sees as “rightist” strategies of 
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fighting fascism and thus, for instance, 
opposes any attempt by campaigners to 
impugn the far right’s patriotism. Finally, 
as a very interesting review by Ken 
Worpole in New Society (31 July 1980) 
has already pointed out, Sparks’ insis- 
tence on the centrality of the workplace 
and the trade unions in the struggle against 
fascism sits uneasily with the actual 
development of the ANL, a tension 
resolved by the complete absence of any 
reference to it. 

As we enter the 1980s any book on 
how to fight fascism has to draw up a 
balance-sheet of recent experiences. In 
part this involves looking at new develop- 
ments — autonomous black groups, the 
womens’ movement, cultural politics. It is 
unfortunate that Sparks has refused to do 
this. 
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Axis by Clive Irving, published by Hamish 
Hamilton at £6.50. 

Set in the middle of the thirties and 
ending in “our darkest hour’ in 1940, 
Axis is a thriller about the attempt of 
the far right in Britain to come to a deal 
with Hitler and the scheme of the Nazis 
to put weak ministers into office with an 
end game of returning Edward to the 
throne of a pro-Nazi Britain. 

Irving has written a novel, but it sails 
very near to the truth of the situation. 
He mixes hard fact with fiction and 
claims that any of the words uttered by 
the key historical characters might have 
been spoken by them. The cast is large 
and varied, from Chamberlain and Halifax 
to Unity Mitford and Admiral Canaris of 
the German Intelligence service, who was 
executed during the war for his attempt 
to topple Hitler’s regime. The Cliveden 
set are prominent, as are American Nazi 
sympathisers Lindbergh and Joe Kennedy. 
Also in the book are Guy Burgess, Donald 
McLean and Kim Philby, waiting in the 
wings and digging deeper than moles into 
the heart of the pro-Nazi elite in British 
society at that time. 

At a time when Lady Mosley is doing 
her bit to rewrite history by putting pen 
to paper about Edward and Mrs Simpson 
to show what jolly fine folks they were, 
one might well ask what happened to 
members of the Link, the January Club, 
the Anglo-German fellowship club and 
the Cliveden set. Has it never occurred to 
the press to look into the latter days of 
many of these characters? I set aside 
Mosley, as the book does, as being a 
hanger-on, not deeply trusted by the 
Nazis, but serving as a useful fool and 
tool to their cause. 

In recent years the leak of confidential 
documents from the higher echelons of 
Whitehall to various racist politicians 
does spark the thought that perhaps those 
dreamers have not all died off or retired, 
but continue to lay the seeds of their 
treachery in the nests they have occupied 
so safely all these years.

WEST GERMANY 


NPD members 
charged with 
reviving Nazism 


Paul Otte, charged with trying to revive the 
Nazi party and planning violent attacks on Jews. 
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A MEMBER of the Verfassungs- 
schutz — the state body charged 
with protecting the German con- 
stitution — has been charged with 
four others in Braunschweig with 
trying to revive the Nazi party and 
planning violent attacks on Jews 
and others in Hanover. 


The leader of the group has been 
named as Paul Otte who is alleged to have 
obtained material for making explosive 
devices from contacts in Switzerland in 
1977. Charged with him are Volker Heidel 
who joined Otte after finding the NPD 
“too tame”, Oliver Schreiber, Wolfgang 
Sachse and Hans-Dieter Lepzien who was 
a member of the NPD while working for 
the Verfassungschutz. 

Police allege that the group was behind 
bomb attacks in November 1977 on the 
Attorney’s office in Flensburg and on the 
courts in Hanover a week later. The 
explosives were obtained from Switzerland 
by Otte and Lepzien, the bombs were 
constructed by Sachse and laid by Heidel 
and Schreiber. 

Otte, now 56 and a member of the 
NPD, was a member of the Hitler Youth. 


Nazis petrol bomb 


family’s house 


ONLY twenty-four hours after 
the bomb attack on the Munich 
Octoberfest neo-Nazis in Westphalia 
threw petrol bombs into the home 
of a young left-winger and his 
family. 

The leader of the group, who were 
arrested by police, was a postman called 
Josef Bohle (26), who told police that he 
and his companions set fire to the farm- 
house because “we wanted to give the left 
something to remember us by”. In the 
house were a decorator, his wife and their 
two year old son, who were only saved 
by the fact that the smoke from the fire 
woke them in time to fight the flames. 

All three arsonists were hardened 
Nazis: Bohle was deputy secretary of 
Paderborn NPD, and with the other two, 


Josef Bohle, arrested for arson. 


his brother-in-law Manfred Linnenbrugger 
and Helmut Pauquot rarely missed a neo- 
Nazi meeting or function. 

Before the attack on the farmhouse 
they had toured the centre of Paderborn 
pasting up anti-immigrant stickers. 

Last year police in the same area 
uncovered weapons and ammunition in 
the possession of the local ‘Wehrsporte- 
gruppe’. The arms had been hidden in a 
wood near Bielefeld. 


USA - 
Nazi arrested as 
murder suspect 


POLICE in Lakewood, Florida, recently 
arrested Joseph Franklin, 30-year-old 
American Nazi, three days before a visit 
by President Carter. The FBI had con- 
nected him with a 1976 letter accusing 
Carter of “‘selling out to blacks’’. He had 
earlier escaped from custody in Kentucky 
after being arrested for the killing of two 
black joggers in late August. 

He is also wanted for questioning 
_about a number of other killings, and the 
wounding earlier this year of black leader 
Vernon Jordan. Investigators are con- 
cerned about a possible pattern to the 
killings. The August killing was of two 
black men jogging withtwo white women. 
In two cases the victims each time was a 
black man and a white woman. Franklin 
jumped bail in 1976 when charged with 
throwing Chemical Mace at a white 
woman and black man. 


Art treasures 


bombed 


THE 9 feet wide oak doors of Rome’s 
Palace of the Senators are to be replaced 
by modern replicas after attempts to 
repair them had failed. The doors, 
designed by Michelangelo, were blasted 
off their hinges in a bombing in April 
1979 by the Armed Revolutionary Nuclei, 
the Italian fascist terrorist organisation 
responsible for the recent Bologna 
massacre and numerous other bombings 
and shootings.

enquiry into Flemish 
neo Nazis 


MORE than 50,000 demonstrated in 
Brussels recently against racism and 
fascism, and in the same week 6,000 
people attended a meeting to honour 
those non-Jewish Belgians who had 
helped save Jews from deportation to Nazi 
death-camps during the Second World 
War. The _ Belgian Parliament has 
announced an enquiry into the Flemish 
Militant Order (VMO) which has hosted 
the annual Diksmuide gathering of Nazis 
from different European countries for 
some time. The Belgian Senate is particu- 


larly concerned about reports of arms-— 


smuggling by Belgian rightists to murder- 
squads elsewhere. 

The Mayor of Antwerp has_ been 
condemned by the Belgian Minister for 
the Interior for authorising a recent VMO 
march in her city. The VMO, centre of 
the row about the Cenotaph ceremony 
referred to elsewhere in this issue, is cur-

rently agitating for the expulsion of Arab 
migrant workers from Belgium. Some 
members of the VMO were recently 
thrown out of Atlanta, Georgia, after 
flying to the USA to meet ultra-right 
activists. They were subsequently expelled 
from the United States. 


Election fraud — 


Poor die young 


WIDESPREAD fraud has been disclosed 
in a detailed report by the Christian 
Democratic Party in Chile, on the Sep- 
tember plebiscite, that allegedly gave 
massive support to the continued dictator- 
ship of General Pinochet. The report 
details government supporters casting 
multiple votes, and the practice of 
counting “spoiled” votes as pro-Pinochet, 
even when they bore comments such as 
“Death to Pinochet”. 

The World Health Organisation, has 
meanwhile reported that Third World 
death rates are not dropping because 
they are rooted in the daily realities of 
poverty and malnutrition. In Chile, in the 
case of infectious and parasitic diseases, 
the death rate for blue collar workers is 
5.6 times that for white collar workers. 
President Pinochet has meanwhile pro- 
posed free elections — for 1997. 


Murder threat by 


Afrikaner 


THE Wit Kommando, an extreme right 
wing terrorist group, recently issued 
death threats to two South African 
student leaders, and to a black student 
who had met with him. The Wit Kom- 
mando is the group that had earlier 
claimed responsibility for a recent bomb- 
attack on a moderate white academic. 
(See Searchlight October 1980). 


Rightists woo 


the police 


IN early October Spanish extreme rightists 
held a mass-meeting at Madrid’s main 
bullring, in support of the Guardia Civil, 
Spain’s paramilitary police. Held on the 
feast day of the Virgin of Pilar, patron 
saint of the civil guards, the meeting was 
organised by long-term leader of the 
Falange, Juan Garcia Carres. Carres 
intends to obtain half a million signatures 
on a petition to the Government demand- 
ing that the Guardia Civil remain indepen- 
dent of civilian control. 

Earlier in the month rumours circulat- 
ing in Madrid that a coup was imminent 
were believed to have been spread by 
rightists in order to heighten tension in 
the country. 


Stop Press 


FRENCH police are said to be treating 
“prudently” allegations that an inter- 
national neo-Nazi group operating out of 
Spain was responsible for planting the 
bomb outside the Paris synagogue and for 
several other violent attacks in France. 
The information was passed on to 
the French Communist Party paper 
L’Humanite by a French police trade 
unionist who had been on a visit to Spain, 
Spanish police have circulated among 
French detectives a description of a 
former leader of the Spanish National 
Socialist Party who is suspected of being 
the man on the motorcycle who planted 
the bomb in rue Copernic outside the 
synagogue. He is also suspected of being 
involved in an attack in Marseilles in 
which one person was killed. The links 
between Spanish and French extreme 
right-wing groups is known to extend to 
Italy as well. More on this next issue.

Anti-Racist Struggles 


THE recent outbreak of fascist violence in France is not an isolated phenomenon, but has grown in the context 
of state racism. New tighter laws against immigrants and immigration, expulsions and government toleration 
of right-wing groups have created a climate favourable to racism and fascism. The immigrant community has 
constant struggles over accommodation and working conditions, as well as racist attacks on the streets. 


Migrant Workers 


Between 1960 and 1970 an open door 
immigration policy met the needs caused 
by the shortage of manpower in the 
French economy. Semi- and unskilled 
immigrant workers were recruited of 
which in 1975 the largest number of 
non-EEC nationals came from Algeria, 
754,462; 1,324,837 from Portugal and 
Spain, 194,296 from Morocco; a similar 
number from Tunisia, and significant 
numbers from Poland, Yugoslavia, 
France’s West African former colonies 
and Turkey. These workers are concen- 
trated in the building and automobile 
industries, jobs such as cleaning (streets, 
the Metro, etc.) and warehouse work. 
They tend to be employed specifically 
where French labour is short and like the 
750 Moroccan miners in dispute in 
Lorraine in October 1980 are employed 
on short contracts, for periods of about 
18 months. At the end of this period they 
are sent back to their countries of origin. 
This system has the effect of limiting 
their capacities for organisation and fur- 
ther divides and weakens the working 
class. This system of transitory migrant 
labour has many advantages for business, 
in particular its political weakness and the 
fact that the cost of raising, educating and 
training this labour force are borne by 
their countries of origin, and not by 
France. As the Moroccan paper Al 
Maghrib, states in its editorial of 16 
October 1980, these workers are ‘thrown 
away after use’. 

In effect, there are four categories of 
foreign workers with different rights, 
subject to different treatment. Firstly the 
Algerians, affected by the inter-govern- 
mental agreement of 20 September 1980 
which encourages their repatriation; 
second, Spanish Portuguese and Greeks, 
who, pending their respective country’s 
applications to join the EEC may expect 
automatic renewal of residence permits, 
thirdly, workers from other countries 
who are in work, and lastly the un- 
employed who are immediately affected 
by new regulations under the Bonnet 
Law. (See below). 

The second period of immigration 
began in 1972 with a hardening of policy 
with stricter controls of entry, culminat- 
ing in a total embargo on immigration in 
1974. In 1977 the third period was dis- 
tinguished by government encouragement 
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of workers to return to their country of 
origin with cash inducements accompanied 
by inter-overnmental agreements, the 
most recent being between France and 
Algeria. Repatriation grants are accom- 
panied by French investments in the 
country — a dubious blessing enabling 
Algerian workers to work for French 
capital without having to leave their 
country! 

The last period — the past year — has 
seen periodic checks for ‘‘illegal” workers 
(the most notorious of which take place 
in the Paris Metro) and this has led to 
increasing deportations. Unless they 
suceed in gaining naturalisation non-EEC 
immigrant workers’ rights of residence 
are very precarious, specific periods are 
denoted in their contracts and this extends 
to children born in the country, who face 
a double problem, one of identity and an 
uncertain future. 


State Racism 


In the past year there has been an intensi- 
fication of state racism embodied in a 
series of laws, circulars and memos, which, 
taken together, have increased pressure 
on immigrant workers and have created a

favourable climate for racialism in society 
at large. 


The Bonnet Law 


This Law, sponsored by the Minister of 
the Interior, modifies the 1945 law under 
which foreigners enter and stay in France. 
New clauses provide for expulsion if the 
authorities consider that the immigrant 
constitutes ‘‘a threat to public order’’ and 
circumstances warranting expulsion and 
deportation are increased, so that deten- 
tion and expulsion without legal pro- 
ceedings becomes easier, as in the recent 
case of Simon Malley, 

The Egyptian-born naturalised-Ameri- 
can, editor of the anti-imperialist maga- 
zine Afrique-Asie was told in June that 
after 11 years of living and writing in 
France, his residence permit would not be 
renewed. No satisfactory reason was 
given, except that he had not behaved 
with the restraint expected of an alien, 
and that his writings threatened French 
foreign relations. On 3 October, Malley 
was still involved in appeal procedure, 
when police surrounded his taxi and took 
him to the Prefecture, where he was told 
of his imminent deportation. Three hours 
later he was on board a flight to New 
York. This headlong action called forth 
protests from foreign and otherjournalists 


working in France, who saw their 
freedoms threatened, and from many 
quarters of the Third World, including 
heads of state. 

The Bonnet Law also contains a clause 
requiring the permission of the Minister 
of the Interior before a French citizen 
can marry an alien, despite its earlier 
repeal by the Senate. 

As a result of public outrage expressed 
in demonstrations and court actions, 
further laws of this nature have been 
blocked for the moment, but this has not 
prevented their architects from putting 
their schemes into practical effect. As in 
this country, Ministers can issue orders 
and memoranda to alter the practice of 
officials, and this is the way that the 
Stoleru and Ornano plans, dealing with 
immigrant workers rights and the Bonnet 
circular and Imbert decree on foreign 
students have seen the light of day. 


Regulating Workers 


The Stoleru plan attempts to control the 
number of migrant workers according to 
the level of employment in each region of 
France. If an immigrant is out of work 
for 6 months his residence permit cannot 
be renewed. The Ornano scheme is 
designed to regulate the condition of 
workers in the sonacotra hostels, set up 
to ease conditions in the ‘‘Bidonvilles”’ 
(shanty towns) which mushroomed 
before 1970. The scheme establishes 
nationally standardised rules between 
residents and management rather than a 
contract which could be improved with 
local conditions. Hostel managers have 
wide powers including the right of entry 
to rooms, and residents have only con- 
sultative rights in the daily administration 
of the places in which they live. 


Foreign Students 


The Bonnet Circular and Imbert decree 
lay down four hurdles for aspiring foreign 
students. (At present there are 30,000 
foreign students in France). They must 
have the baccalaureat (similar to the 
British A level) or equivalent qualification 
from their own country, then they must 
undergo a test in the French language, 
they must prove financial viability and via 
police reports checked in their country 
of origin prove that they are of ‘‘good 
character’, 


Black Resistance 


During the period up to 1970, serious 
problems developed in the bidonvilles and 
the government established between 
3-4,000 sonocotra hostels for workers to 
ease housing conditions. Between 1974- 
76 there was intense struggle with the 
government over practical issues in 
running these centres. Inspiration for the 
struggle was often cultural, and a number 
of festivals were organised, strikes, expul- 
sions and occupations over the manage- 
ment of hostels continue. Asaresult many 
autonomous immigrant organisations have 
grown up with close relations with one of 
the unions, the CFDT (French Democratic 
Confederation of Workers) and other 


left organisations. From these grew the 
Federation of Solidarity with Immigrant 
Workers which acts as a co-ordinating 
body. The CGT (Confederation of 
General Workers) has an International 
department that co-ordinates work 
amongst migrant workers and produces 
its journals in several languages. 


Solidarity 


In France, there is no distinction between 
the fight against racism and that against 
anti-semitism. (The Jewish community in 
France is the third largest in the diaspora 
after that in the USA and USSR.) In fact 
the senior anti-racist organisation, MRAP 
(Anti-Racist Movement for Friendship 
Between Peoples), developed after the 
1939-45 war from the MNCR (National 
Movement Against Racism) active during 
the Resistance, particularly in hiding 
Jewish children from the Nazis. 
Anti-racist groups organise against new 
laws and government practices, calling 
demonstrations which involve all the 
left groups, parties, anti-racist organisa- 
tions and trade unions. Linked to this 
they provide practical aid to immigrants 
in difficulties. For example, legal advice is 
provided by the immigrant organisations 
themselves, MRAP and some trade unions 
on problems such as deportations. MRAP’s 
legal work gives some idea of the scope of 
anti-racist provisions under the 1972

Anti-Racist Law which they were largely 
instrumental in securing. This provides 
for litigation against racist insults, 
discrimination, refusal of service, pro- 
vocation to hatred or violence. However, 
as MRAP reports in its Annual Judicial 
Review for 1979, they are faced with 
much the same problems as we are in the 
UK, such as difficulty in securing proof in 
allegations of discrimination and the fact 
that many immigrants lack information 
about rights. 


Green Star Campaign 
MRAP reports 150 cases in 1979 arising 


from identity checks in the Metro which 
are directly aimed at immigrants. As a 
result, on 14 March 1979 they organised 
a press conference at the Gare du Lyon 
which was attended by left-wing political 
parties, members of Parliament, immi- 
grant organisations, unions (including the 
police unions), to launch the ‘green star’ 
campaign, drawing analogies between the 
harassment of immigrants in identity 
checks today with the persecution of the 
Jews who had to identity themselves by 
wearing the Star of David. MRAP’s 
campaign helped to draw public attention 
to these abuses, but resulted also in the 
lifting of the police guard from outside 
their premises in the red-light Saint-Denis 
district until the bomb attack by the neo- 
fascist organisation, FANE, on 26 June of 
this year. 

There has been a resurgence of pub- 
licity for right-wing violence following 
the banning on 4 September of the neo- 
fascist FANE and the recent bomb attacks 
in October, but there have been many 
attacks on both Jews and Algerians which 
have gained little publicity. Liberation 
(4 October 1980) refers to the murder of 
70 Algerians between 1973 and 1978 for 
which there have been only 4 arrests. 


The “Respectable” Right 


The right have been active in other 
spheres as well. GRECE, (Research and 
Study Group on European Civilisation) 
(see Searchlight No.53) has also been th 
the subject of considerable debate. Their 
socio-biological propaganda and attacks 
on the left are regularly carried in the 
influential Figaro Magazine, a glossy 
appearing every Saturday. 

Right-wing influence in high circles is 
referred to in Le Nouvel Observateur, 6 
October, as partly explaining the diffi- 
culty in apprehending fascist attackers. It 
claims that fascists have been used to 
dampen down strikes by school students, 
break pickets, or to spread publicity for 
parliamentary candidates of the right- 
wing majority party. Indeed police unions 
have claimed that there is an influential, 
highly placed fascist presence within their 
senior ranks, 

France has one of the most highly 
centralised authoritarian state structures 
in Western Europe. It is state regulations 
which enable identity checks to take 
place and it is contractual labour recruit- 
ment policies which weaken the organisa- 
tional potential of migrant labour. Yet 
the anti-racist movement has a strength 
and a broad base quite unknown in 
Britain. Organisations such as MRAP and 
CEDETIM (Centre of Anti-Imperialist 
Studies), act as umbrella organisations in 
the struggles against racism, anti-semitism 
and imperialism. So on Monday 6 October, 
after a weekend of spontaneous demon- 
strations 150,000 anti-racists could take 
to the streets in a mass protest at the 
fascist bombing in the rue Copernic.

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*“‘We must Rebuild 


the Movement” 

ON OCTOBER 18th, Leamington anti- 
racist, anti-fascist committee held a 
national conference for all anti-racist 
activists — the first attempt to build a 
national movement since 1978. Attended 
by over seventy people, it was a very 
useful and practical day. 


It had no ‘star speakers’, excluded resolu- 
tion-making and steered clear of abstract 
polemics. Instead, it devoted itself to assessing 
the situation for activists, comparing experiences 
and discussing future strategies. 

Workshop topics included how to deal with 
state ‘bans’ on demonstrations and deportations 
under immigration law, the creation of locai 
newsletters and propaganda, and working with 
white youth, in the labour movement and in 
broad-based local campaigns. 

In one day many topics could only be 
touched upon — for example, how to respond 
as a movement to new state strategies, and to 
the police use of sophisticated technology 
(especially in street mobilisations), and how to 
‘win over’ alienated white youth. Other crucial 
issues were altogether lacking — the increasing 
racism in the police, courts, prisons, housing, 
education and welfare services. But it was 
significant that the Campaign Against Racist 
Laws (CARL) was well represented and the 
impending nationality legislation was given 
prominence. 

It was ANL branches, not anti-racist com- 
mittees, which formed the base of the con- 
ference — a reflection of the fact that they are 
taking on the local anti-racist work. There was a 
commitment and enthusiasm which has been 
absent for some years. “We must rebuild the 
anti-racist movement” was the firm message 
from the conference. 


Equal before 
the Law 


Once again, the courts have shown that we are 
not all ‘‘equal before the law’’. 4 black youths 
who pleaded guilty to being in possession of 
home-made petrol bombs were each gaoled for 
6 years. They were arrested by officers of the 
SPG in Lewisham following a march by the 
National Front on 20 April this year. The 
Recorder told them: “These were serious 
offences and you were in possession of weapons 


to bring guerilla warfare into the streets of 


Lewisham . . . The courts must take action to 
prevent conduct of this nature and it is my 
duty to impose severe sentences to deter others”. 
(Guardian 22.10.80.) 

All ‘others’, including fascist groups thinking 
of carrying out similar activities, should take 
note. But then, should they really be that 
worried? Former NF security officer John 
Unwin was found not guilty last year in New- 
castle of possessing explosives. He had wired up 
a watch as a bomb-timer as an experiment, “just 
out of curiosity”. This was despite evidence 
that he possessed plans of the SWP headquarters 
and a list of local members. In fact, Unwin was 
awarded costs out of central funds. (CARF, 
No.9, 1979). 


OVER 200 RACIST ATTACKS 
IN MANCHESTER 


Following a wave of racist attacks on the Asian 
community in Manchester, a mass demonstration 
has been planned outside the headquarters of 
Greater Manchester Police to demand that the 
police take action. In spite of a whole series of 
incidents which have involved the stoning of 
houses by youths who shouted slogans such 
as “Pakis Out”, harassment of women and 
children, and attacks on cultural institutions, 
including an attack on the Islamic Academy by 
people wearing white hoods and brandishing 
iron crosses, the police claim that the attacks 
are “not racist”. A senior police spokesman 
said “While reports have been received of 
vandalism, there is no evidence that it is of a 
racist nature”. 

Mr Sherzada Khan president of the Immi- 
grant Social and Welfare Association in Man- 
chester, said Manchester used to be a friendly 
city but it is becoming increasingly unpleasant 
for Asian families. Children can’t play outside 
at night in some areas and women are frightened 
to walk alone because of gangs who shout 
abuse. I believe that lives are at stake here. The 
forces of law and order must act quickly”’. 

Mr Khan said ‘“‘Things have got steadily 
worse over the past two years. Attacks on the 
homes of Pakistanis have been carried out in 
well-organised operations. Gangs gather outside 
a house throwing stones or bricks and chanting 
slogans like ‘Pakis out’. It is a campaign of 
intimidation. I am worried about the attitude 
of the police because there have been delays in 
officers arriving after they have been told about 


the incident”. Mr Khan said he had been told 
of about 200 incidents involving attacks on 
Asians or their property in the last 6 months. 
He wrote to Chief Constable James Anderton a 
year ago, expressing his concern but, he said, 
“All that happened was the arrival of two 
senior officers who seemed more concerned 
about finding out if I was an illegal immigrant”. 

On the night of October 13th, about 20 
people wearing white hoods and brandishing 
large iron crosses, stormed the Islamic Academy. 
Windows were broken and car windscreens 
smashed. Mr Mohamed Afzal, who was present, 
locked the door and phoned the police, who 
arrived half an hour later after the mob had 
gone. Mr Afzal said ‘‘Since June 1st I have called 
the police 12 times. My home has been stoned 
and my wife was once hit on the shoulder with 
a brick. I wrote to the Chief Constable because 
we are living in fear’. Mr Mohammed Sheikh 
told how his family were terrorised by a gang of 
12. ‘‘They were shouting and throwing things at 
the house. The windows of my estate car were 
smashed and it was about an hour before a 
police car came”’, he said. 

Mr James Anderton, Chief Constable of 
Greater Manchester, has, as we reported in the 
last issue of Searchlight, recently criticised the 
“race relations industry”, “black racialists” and 
“self-appointed spokesmen” of the immigrant 
communities. Mr Gerald Kaufman, Labour MP 
for the Longsight and Victoria Park areas where 
the worst attacks have occurred, is to press 
Anderton to take action to defend black people.

RACIAL VIOLENCE 


Indian Man Murdered 

24 year old Sewa Singh Sunder died 13 days 
after he was hit over the head with a car steering 
lock and kicked as he lay unconscious on the 
ground. Mr Sunder had been celebrating the 
New Year with a group of friends when he was 
provoked into a scuffle with 2 men who shouted 
racist abuse at him. The trial of 2 men charged 
with his murder continues. (Slough Eton & 
Windsor Observer 10.10.80.) 


Lewisham 

Attacks by skinheads have forced an elderly 
black woman living in a Lewisham Council 
flat to ask young friends to stay overnight to 
protect her. Her kitchen windows and front 
door have been smashed and British Movement 
and National Front stickers have been found 
outside her flat. “Police have repeatedly told 
her the attacks are not racist but just the work 
of young vandals”. (South East London & 
Kentish Mercury 16.10.80.) 


Borehamwood 


Mr Jack Spector of the South Herts Committee 
for Racial Harmony has spoken out against the 
attempt to stir up race hatred in the town. 
Recently there have been attacks on Asian 
shops, racist posters have been stuck to walls 
in the shopping centres and a 17 year old black 
youth has left his job in the town centre to 
work in central London because of threats from 
local skinheads. (Borehamwood Elstreee & 
Edgware Post 9.10.80.) 


Wembley 

A black youth was given a conditional discharge 
for 1 year for carrying an alloy scaffolding linker 
in an attempt to chase a group of white youths 
who had assaulted 2 black girls. (Wembley 
Observer & Wembley News 17.10.80.) 


Colchester 


2 black students at Essex University were 
attacked on Greenstead Estate by a gang of 
white youths who chanted racist slogans. 
Posters of Hitler have also appeared on the 
university campus. (Evening Gazette 7.10.80.) 


‘Race Riot’ — Due to Mistake 


Supt. Colin Eynon said that, contrary to earlier 
newspaper reports, Gloucester had not been 
teetering on the brink of a ‘race riot? when 
police tried to arrest 2 youths at the Park cafe. 
The flare-up, in which some black youths threw 
stones at police officers and vehicles, injuring 
one policeman, was the result of ‘misguided 
loyalty’ in an attempt to protect two youths 
suspected of a knifepoint robbery. “It could 
have happened with any group of youths”. 
Talks between local community workers and 
the police have been held. “‘We aim to put more 
stress into community policing”, said Supt. 
Eynon. (The Citizen 10.10.80.) 


BOOKSHOP ATTACKS 


London 


The Walter Rodney Bookshop in Ealing (for- 
merly the Bogle L’Ouverture Bookshop) was 
once again daubed with racist slogans. Swastikas 
and the words “NF will burn this fucking 
shop” were painted on the windows. A young 
constable who was called to the bookshop 
asked the owner, Mrs Jessica Huntley, what he 
was expected to do about the incident. (West 
Indian World 24.10.80.) 


Cambridge 

2 bricks thrown through the front windows of 
the Grapevine Bookshop are thought to have 
been the work of a fascist group. Mr Islay 
Currie, who works at Grapevine, said that in 
previous incidents the front door had been 
kicked and damaged and the front of the shop 
had been strewn with anti-Semitic and racist 
posters. (Cambridge E'vening News 16.10.80.) 


BRISTOL 


As one of the 16 defendants was ordered to the 
cells after he had interrupted court proceedings 
several times, scuffles broke out between black 
and white youths and the police. Some defen- 
dants jumped from the dock and others from 
the public gallery to join in. Trouble flared up 
again later because some people were refused 
admission to the public gallery, which was full 
up. (Morning Star 24.10.80.) 

Mr Geoffrey Robertson, one of the lawyers 
defending the Bristol 16, told magistrates the 
people on riot charges had been made scape- 
goats for a vast array of offences. It was there- 
fore not permissable to use the charge of riot in 
the way it had been used. Other defence 
lawyers criticised the fact that police were 
asking for the names and addresses of those 
coming into the public gallery. (Guardian 
25.10.80.) It was also reported that police saw 
video films of television news coverage taken 
during the ‘riots’ while they were questioning 
suspects. (Evening Post 29.9.80.) 

A visit to New Orleans is planned for Avon’s 
Principal Careers Officer, Mr Peter March, to 
investigate unemployment among black youth. 
“He hopes he will find some pointers to help 
Bristol tackle the St Paul’s problems’’. (Western 
Daily Press 6.10.80.) 


STERILISATION 


Oldham Area Health Authority has in secret 
issued the result of its inquiry into an Asian 
woman’s claim that she signed a consent form 
to be sterilised without understanding it. Mrs 
A, who cannot speak or read English, did not 
realise she had been sterilised until a social 
worker translated a letter from the hospital 
calling her for a post-operative check-up. Mr 
Peter Shrigley, hospital general administrator, 
said: “Complaints by patients to the hospital 
and our response are a matter of complete 
confidentiality”. (Oldham Evening Chronicle 
2.10.80.) 


RACIST REMARK 


Len Wood, former mayor of Newham, was 
censured at a Labour Party meeting for referring 
to the black population as “‘wogs and coons”’. 
During a meeting to discuss planning permission 
for a temple, Mr Wood said too much priority 
was given to ethnic minorities, and added that 
the party should concentrate more on the 
problems of Newham’s indigenous population. 
(Stratford & Newham Express 11.10.80.) 


IMMIGRATION 


A High Court judge rejected a Home Office 
attempt to block the CRE’s inquiry into the 
immigration service. The Home Office had 
insisted that the proposed inquiry was beyond 
the CRE’s powers. (Guardian 15.10.80.) 


HOUSING 


Brent 


Continuing police raids and Brent Council’s 
refusal to carry out a modernisation programme 
to a block of deteriorating flats in Willesden 
Green have exacerbated tension amongst its 
tenants. Local resident Mr Dave Humphries, 
who was acquitted of an obstruction charge, 
said, “the police seem to think all the crime 
in North West London is planned at the flats”. 
A report by the Rutland Community group 
says that “relationships with the police have 
plummeted to a new all-time low’. On one 
occasion a raid by between 40-70 police officers 
with dogs at the flats resulted in the arrest of 
just 4 people. (Kilburn Times 17.10.80.) 


Forged Letter 


A forged letter, purporting to be from Ealing 
Council, claimed that the Council was adopting 
a housing policy favouring immigrants. The 
letter, which has been circulated to borough 
traders, asked ratepayers to welcome a scheme 
which intended to reserve 70% of a new housing 
complex for Jamaican and Asian families. Tory 
Council leader Mr John Wood said: “‘We don’t 
know where the letter came from, but I am 
taking it as a practical joke. I doubt if there is 
more than one person involved”, (Ealing 
Gazette 10.10.80.) This comes at a time when 
the Council is under attack from local organi- 
sations for alleged discrimination against black 
people in their housing policies. A campaign 
against its policies was launched with a week of 
pickets outside the Homeless Families Unit. 
(Ealing Gazette 24.10.80, 31.10.80.) 


Election meetings 
Restricted entry 
equals free speech? 


A report from an all-party Parliamentary 
committee went apparently unnoticed by the 
national press, yet it contains grave implications 
not only for anti-racists and anti-fascists but 
also for the proponents of ‘policing by consent’. 

The select committee, which was reviewing 
the law relating to public order, criticised the 
Devon and Cornwall police for allowing un- 
restricted entry by members of the public to a 
pre-General Election meeting in Plymouth last 
year organised by the National Front. The 
Front called off their ‘public meeting’ at the 
last minute, after police allowed anti-fascists 
into the hall against the wishes of the Front’s 
stewards. There had been no disturbances or 
misconduct by the time the meeting was 
cancelled. 

The report states: “‘To deny the right to 
restrict entry to an electoral meeting would, 
in some instances, impose considerable hard- 
ship on candidates genuinely anxious to promote 
their cause in a constituency and on those who 
desire to hear them”. 

Chief Supt. Brian Phillips, head of Plymouth 
police division, said that officers had received 
widespread support at the meeting “for taking a 
common sense view of the situation and there- 
fore defusing it”. Various non-National Front 
members had attended the meeting and there 
was no bar to them entering. “It was not the 
duty of the police to do the job for the National 
Front”, he added. 
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
